tion of the revenne bill. 


THE BILL. 


Tho new revenne law will take effeot 


July 1, although its practical operation 
will be delayed nntll next year. 
Follow- 


ing is a. summary of its important pro- 
vUions: 


"In counties not under township organ- 


ization the county treasurer iball be ex- 
offiolo county assessor. The county shall 
bo divided into convenient assessment dis- 
tricts and a deputy county assessor ap- 
pointed for each district. In counties 
under township organisation of less than 
135,000 inhabitants the county treasurer 
shall bo ex-offlolo supervisor of atsest- 
ments in his county. He shill annually 
on or before tho first day of April, asaem- 
blu all tbe assessors and their deputies for 
consultation and shall give instruction* 
tending to uniformity in their action. 
Any assessor or deputy assessor refusing 
to observe the directions of the supervisor 
of assessments, which shall be In accord- 
ance with law, shall be fined nut lees than 
$6fl nor more than (500 or be confined lo 
the county jail not exceeding six months. 
In Cook county there shall be a board of 
assessors consisting of five persons, to be 
elected by the people. 


"All property incject to taxation shall 


be listed and a sessed at tbe plane and In 
the manner required by law with refer- 
ence to the ownership, amount, kind ami 
value on the first day of April In the yeu 
for wblob the property is required to be. 
listed, Including tbe property purobated 
on that day. Real property shall be as- 
sessed every fourth year, beginning with 
1899. 
This assessment Is to be known ai 


tbe general assessment. 


"Changei shall be made every year In 


accordance with tbo Increase or decrease 
In value. The assessor is required to fur- 
nish to every property owner a printed 
blank schedule, which is to be filled out 
with a statement of the personal property 
owned by such persons, the 'property 
owner shall make oath to the correctness 
of the schedule. The assessor shall deter- 
mine and fix the fair cash value of all 
items of personal property, InoluJiug all 
grain on hand, on tbe first day of April, 
aud set down tbe same, as well as the 
amounts of notes, accounts, bonds and 
moneys, In a col a mn headed 'Full value,' 
and ascertain and assess tbe satuu at cne- 
fiftb part thereof, and set down said one- 
fifth part In column headed 'Assessed 
vslne,' wblob lait amount ehall be the 
assessed value for all purposes of taxation. 
The fair cash vane of real propnrty shall 
be estimated at the price It would bring 
at a filr voluntary sale in th« dne course 
of trade. Two columns are provided for, 
as lo case of personal property, the as- 
sessed value to be one-fifth of the lull 
value. The samo rule Is prescribed for

TREES THAT REALLY TOWER 


Talce Roet In the Crevice. of a, stone 


Steeple. 


About IS years ago the residents o 


Greensburg were astonished to »« 
quite a number of green sprouts grow 
ing from this tower, and upon exam 
ination found that, by same hook o: 
crook, some maple seeds had g-ermi 
nated and were growing. As the tower 
is built of limestone blocks one foo 
thick laid up with hydraulic cement 
no one had any idea that these seed 
lings would live more than one season 
at most ; but strange to say seven o 
them not only found root but grew 
and thrived. 
In a few years these 


miniature trees had so pushed their 
roots into wha-t seemed to be an im- 
penetrable surface that the tower was 
in danger, and all but two were cut 
down. The wood of these trees was 
so hard that it could scarcely be cut 
with any edged tool, and the roots 
were Just the shape of the crevices 
they had made between the stones. 
The largest tree now living is 18 feet 
hiph, about that many years old and 
bids fair to live many years yet if left 
aJene. This tower is the pride of 
Greensburg, and the first questions 
asked by strangers are: 
"What do 


these trees live on, and how did they 
gain a foothold?" 
Many scientists 


have visited these high-minded eccen- 
tric trees, but if they gave any satis- 
factory theory of their growth I did 
not hear of it. — Hural New Yorker.

LarreBt Stone Ever Quarried. 


It is claimed that the largest single 


etone ever quarried is the Wisconsin 
monolith, which is 115 leet long, ten 
feet square at the base and four feet 
square at the top.

SIMPLE RAILROAD SCHEME. 


1st IMOVBtlOM T»»t the IHtBOl* C«t- 
tnl Will Try,l» Chtoswo.

Chicago, Feb. 24.—In its preparation 


lor the substitution of electric for 
steam traction, in its suburban service 
at Chicago, the Illinois Central Hail- 
road company is preparing to intro- 
duce a feature entirely novel In the 
United States. The track of the road 
is to be elevated at all stations to as- 
sist in the stopping and starting of 
trains. 


Don't imagine for a moment that the 


track is to rise and fall like the waves 
of the ocean. The rise will be so grad- 
ual that it will be quite unnoticed by 
the passengers on the train. It may 
amount to three per cent. That is in- 
significant compared with on ordinary 
mountain grade, and trifling even com- 
pared with grades common to a roll 


expended in overcoming the inertia of 
the mass, and the speed of the train 
will be accelerated with a comparative- 
ly email expenditure of force. 


At the bottom of the grade, the train 


will speed aJong a level track until it 
approaches another station, Here it 
will meet a rise of three per cent. The 
motorman will throw off the current, 
and the force of gravity will pull the 
train back as it runs up the grade, 
causing it without the least jar, grad- 
ually to lose its speed until, as it tops 
the rise, and finds itself on the down 
grade, the motorman will put on the 
brakes and stop it in front of the sta- 
tion. 


From this description it will be seen 


that the system is applicable only to 
double-track roads, unless the station 
platform is long and the trains going 
in either direction stop at the far end 
of it.

•Phe most serious of traction prob- 


lems is the inertia of the train. To 
start the motor andi its train takes 
more than double the force required to 
keep the train in motion on ordinary 
grades or on level ground. For this 
reason, motors must be much stronger 
than would otherwise be necessary. 


By thus grading1 the tracks, the rail- 


road people will utilize, to overcome 
this obstacle, convenient force which 
now largely goes to waste—gravity. 
The train, standing before the station 
with brakes set, will be on the summit 
of a three per cent, grade. When the 
conductor gives the signal to start, the 
man at the lever will take off the 
brakes, and immediately the force of 
gravity will set the train moving down 
the grade. 
The start will be more 


prompt than if enormous power were 


track road w ithin the city of Chicago, 
and the new device is to be made to 
serve a double purpose. 
Where the 


track is elevated at a station it Is to 
cross a passageway which will afford a 
safe means of crossing from the sta- 
tion to the track opposite. As no one 
will be permitted to cross over the 
tracks, accidents will be avoided. The 
same end has been reached on the 
Pennsylvania road in recent years by 
tunneling under the tracks at impor- 
tant stations. 


This up and down device is so sim 


pie, and yet so effective, that it seems 
odd that it has never been used be- 
fore. It did not originate in this coun- 
try, however. It was devised by the 
engineers for the new underground 
railroad in London, and it is to be ap- 
plied there first. In time, no doubt, it 
will be generally adopted on surface 
roads where the traffic is heavy and 
stops aie frequent.

ADDRESSES. 


The morning sxeralies were opened by 


an address of welcome from Mrs. V. N. 
Hosteller, president of Deoatnr Woman's 
club. This was followed by the reports 
of tbe delegates of the olnbs represented. 
Mrs. J. S. King of tbe Dooatar Woman'* 
olub gave an excellent and comprehensive 
review of the Decatur club In which she 
reviewed toe work and growth of the 
olub since its organization by Mrs. Maiy 
Hawortb in 1387. Mrs. Caitld of the 
Woman's olnb ot Springfield gave a paper 
la which she brought forth some Ideas as 
to tbe work of the clubs In smaller towns 
She said: "Almoit the only difference 
now existing between tbe village and the 
metropolis Is their attitude towards Wo 
man's clubs, for In some rural districts 
there 19 still a prejudice against them and 
they are only tolerated an1 successful 
after they are thoroughly understood 
Cbe clubs In smaller towns have draw 
Imifes which are never encountered in thi 
club work of tbe city. There ia a great 
need of free libraries, but in many of tbe 
small towns steps are being taken to fil 
this need and with success, and librartoi 
am being established and owe their exist 
ence to tho Influence of tbe Woman 
clubs. The same principles are promul 
gated In all clubs, whether In the rura 
village or the heart of the largo cities an< 
tho same results are sought and all efforti 
are to toe same end. The step whioh 1 
of great importance to all clubs and espo 
ilally tbe club of the smaller town is feder 
atlon. The personal contact with other; 
which is tho result of federation is to be 
sought everywhere." 


This pnper was followed by a dlsous 


eion of the subject, led by Mrs. Arnold o 
Illlni, giving an tmginarv organization o 
a club for a small town with a"program. 


Reports were then heard from the Eveiy 


Wednesday olnb and the Woman's club o 
Springfield, the Tuesday olub ot Pan* 
the Woman's club and the Daughters o 
the American Revolution of Lincoln, and 
the Musical Culture club and Art class o 
Deoatur. 
Encouraging remarks wen 


made fay Mrs. Alloe Wells and the benefit 
of district organization were set forth in 
a paper by Mrs. E. S. Walker of th 
Springfield Woman's club, which wa 
one of the most enjoyable papers given 
In speaking of som« of the benefits to bi 
derived from district federation Mrs. Wai 
ker laid: 


"Each olub finds its place In a federa 


tlon like tbe Individual in her own olut 
and It behooves ni In the 17th district t. 
make a high record. Women are con 
etantly broadening and olub life has been 
responsible for tbe change. We reoognlz 
tbe foot that 03 woman's club can pros 
per that doe» not hold together, yet 
most adhere to the motto of onr nattona 
federation, "Unity is Diversity," not In 
the narrow seme that refuses to listen t< 
criticism aiid repels progress, bat In tbe 
broader meaning, welcoming any obang 
for tbe bettor. Th* benefits derived from 
'ederated clubs In every phase of ptogrei 
is universally gnat. The Interchange o 
Ideas, thoughts, expediences whioh i 
made possible by federation, Is one of tbi 
mcst Important fmtnret of olub life.' 


Following this paper thsr* wai a ois 


ooiiion of tbi subject and after the report 
of enrollment were hoard tbe meetiog 
wai adjourned until afternoon. Tbe meet 
Ing was convened at 1 :SO, and tbe organ

on the "Benefits o( Organisation." She 
said: After years of diosussion and hard 
work by leaders and thinkers the idea 
generally prevails that 
organization is

fullest realization of its fundamental pur 
poses. LoyaUy to your club will give i 
a claim on your affections.

builds up causes rejoicing and whatevo 
is detrimental causes pain. Yon wll 
want to be a power in your club, to coon 
in witb Intelligence and sympathy and 
alive to all undertakings. 
You will 


confuse the work of your club with othe 
organizations nor introduce anything for 
elgn to your line of work as it has been 
mapped out. Since you belong to i 
democratic organization yon will comi 
In contact witb thope of different inc.linn 
tions and pursuits. Tbe social wcman 
will not look such a butterfly in clu 
dress with high collar and long sleeves 
the moro studious will not be looked upon 
as bluestockings and dowdies. In elu 
life you will cultivate a i-pltit of fairness 
there will be an exchange, a taking In 
and giving one without fear of butt. You 
will say, what you mean and all yon 
mean and give your neighbors equal op 
portunlty to be heard. Only with clen 
thinking, concise speaking and patlen 
listening can your object of being n< 
gained. 


In large gatherings where all question 


are discussed wltb^freedom ot speech ana 
feeling there must be perfect control o 
temper and perfect frankness in differ 
onaes. This spirit If not censorous wll 
seive to build up. Excesses and extreme 
must be guarded against. Care^ will b 
taken to prove tbe falsity ot tbe obarg' 
that a woman cannot be a consisten 
club member ,'and a good housekeeper. 
The charge Is unfounded, for in reality 
cover Ic the history of the world were 
women so capable as housekeepers and 
mothers as now. The very executive abil- 
ity wblcb makes a woman a good club 
member makes her methodical enough to 
plan for a little time to dbvote to her own 
improvement. 


It is usually customary to hold those In 


authority responsible for failure In the 
work of the olnb, but there are deeper rea- 
sons and each one will feel a personal re- 
sponsibility. A good election of officers 
greatly facilitates the work. There Is no 
higher honor than to bold the high posi- 
tions of trust and responsibility In tbe 
club, but this honor should not be lightly 
assumed. 


A gnat many ' suggestions could be 


given as to methods that would prove a 
hindrance to tbe snccess of tbe olub; 
irregularity In attendance, tell everyone 
yon meet that tbe olub Is constantly goii g 
on tbe downward grade, etc., bat I will 
toneh lightly on thote point*. 


In summing np the general suggestions 


for the upbuilding of a olub—keep a 
cheerful temper and look on the best side 
of.everytbing. Do not think over tbe 
little thing, or. tbe (treat tbinif, our as«o- 
ciatm an nut UmlUr with onr ennsltlva 
points and tba effacin? thoughts will leave 
as free to gn an without allowing onr- 
«!ve* to be dUmrhed.
